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Tax rise is agreed y 
to save free events mb 

clerk Will Austin. 


AFTER months of debate, town councillors 
have finally voted to raise the council tax pre¬ 
cept. 

The 3.69 per cent rise means that band D 
residents will pay an extra £3.98 per year. 

Cllr Clive Turner, for Conservative, was the 
only person to vote against the draft budget, 
drawn up by Will Austin, outgoing town clerk, 
and recommended by the finance committee 
last week. 

The main saving is coming from the 
Christmas lights - in last year’s budget £45,000 
was spent and this will be reduced by £15,000 
for the coming year. 

The range of free events, including the 
Summer Bash, fun days, festivals and Family 
Christmas Night, will be able to go ahead with¬ 
out charge to the public. 

Mr Austin advised that the town council can 
no longer draw on reserves, as it has in previ¬ 
ous years, to supplement the budget and pre¬ 
vent a precept rise.

He compared the process to an individual 
drawing on savings to cover everyday expendi¬ 
ture. 

Mr Austin, who is leaving the post on March 
14, said: “We have removed the reliance on 
reserves to create a better budget. 

“Using reserves is not good financial practice 
- and this is only one of four challenging years 
to come.” 

Before the debate began, Cllr Betty McLatchy 
said that the meeting should be used to address 
council issues instead of a “political cam¬ 
paign”. 

She added that the only area where she could 
see savings being made was in the free events 
that the council provides. In doing this, a zero 
per cent increase could be achieved, she said. 

Cllr Maureen Byrne said that Matthew 
Hancock, West Suffolk MP, turned the debate 


political in December when he stated that all 
Conservative town councillors would fight the 
possibility of a council tax rise. 

She said: “Before Matthew Hancock poked 
his nose in over this there was no politics 
around what we are trying to do for people in 
this town.” 

Labour Cllr Byrne, deputy mayor of Haverhill, 
also proposed that the draft budget be accepted. 

Speaking at the meeting, she said: “We 
haven’t taken this decision lightly, but people 
in this town have told us they want to retain 
the majority of events and services we cur¬ 
rently provide. 

“If you have got the hump about what we are 
trying to do, then take your hump out on the 
borough because we have been put in this 
position. 

“There is no alternative if we want to retain 
the events that we provide - everyone can 
afford 7p a week, no matter who they are.” 

Speaking in the public forum Cllr Tony 


Brown, for Suffolk County Council and St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council, said that the 
town’s UKIP councillors would be “reluctant¬ 
ly” supporting the recommendation to raise 
the council tax, which he said is largely caused 
by the withdrawal of the Council Tax Support 
Grant from the borough. 

He said: “We do not see why the people of 
Haverhill should lose out on much-loved 
events in our town because of the greed of the 
borough.” 

Overall, the town council will save £33,200 - 
more than the required £32,000 which is being 
lost from borough funding. 

St Edmundsbury Borough council last year 
ruled to not pass on the Council Tax Support 
Grant from the Government to towns and par¬ 
ishes. Haverhill Town Council will lose a fur¬ 
ther £32,000 every year for the next four years. 
The amount of grant funding will be reduced 
to zero in 2017/18. See page 7 for more informa¬ 
tion.

Have your say about 
one-way experiment 


RESIDENTS, business owners and 
visitors are being asked for their 
views on a proposed experimental 
traffic order. 

At the end of last year, Suffolk 
County Council revealed plans to 
make part of Camps Road in Haverhill 
one way, as well as changing the bot¬ 
tom of Mill Road to one way south¬ 
bound, rather than northbound. 

After mixed responses to the idea, a 
survey has been launched this week 
to allow local people to voice their 
opinions on the plan. 

The order was proposed as a way to 
combat heavy traffic flow on the High 
Street - which is supposed to be for 
pedestrians only between 10am and 
4pm. 

It is thought that the order could 
reduce the number of vehicles travel¬ 
ling through by up to 60 per cent. 

Cllr Graham Newman, cabinet 
member for roads and transport, said: 
“We’re hearing loud and clear from 
local people, the town council and 
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Safer Neighbourhood Team (SNT) 
that something needs to be done to 
address the problems of traffic, park¬ 
ing and inappropriate use of the High 
Street. 

“Pedestrianisation has been pro¬ 
posed in the past but is not what is 
being put forward here. 

“Nor is it in any way about stopping 
people coming into town to shop and 
enjoy the area. 

“We’re asking people if they support 
the idea of changing the layout of 
nearby roads so that significantly less 
traffic uses the High Street just to pass 
through town.” 

Cllr Newman added that it is impor¬ 
tant to hear from a wide range of par¬ 
ticipants so the decision can be 
shaped by the people “that really mat¬ 
ter”. 

Concerns about town traffic and 
High Street parking have dominated 


the SNT’s policing priorities for many 
months. In the last quarter officers 
have dealt with illegal High Street 
parking and speeding on the town’s 
main routes. 

If the order was to go ahead, it would 
be for a period of at least six months 
and would start in late March or early 
April. 

Residents are being encouraged to 
give their views, whether positive or 
negative, during the experimental 
period if it happens. 

The county council said that experi¬ 
mental orders allow the effectiveness 
of a new layout to be monitored by 
motorists and transport officials 
alike. 

Residents and business owners in 
the immediate vicinty are being writ¬ 
ten to for their opinions, but the sur¬ 
vey can be done online via suffolk.gov. 
uk/your-council/decision-making/ 
consultations. 

The consultation period will last 
until March 7.

Avenue, said: “Rusty seemed 
to jump up to say hello or 
something, I’m not sure, and 
the next thing we know the 
other dog had him in his jaw. 

“We got him released, and 
then my little dog ran down 
into the river because he was 
scared.” 

Mr Banner had to free his 
animal from the mouth of the 
other dog, sustaining bites to 
both of his hands. 

He is on antibiotics for the 
cuts, which required stitches. 
Rusty has had to have stitches 
and has a large bruise on his 
back.

Mr Banner said that as he 
and his wife encountered the 
other owner, he told the cou¬ 
ple he had only collected his 
dog the Monday before from a 
rescue home and “didn’t know 
how he would be”. 

Following the incident, the 
other owner was “concerned 
and upset” about what hap¬ 
pened, but Mr Banner told 
him to “go away” because the 
brown dog was frightening 
Rusty, he said. 

The owner of the brown dog 
is described as a white male 


with a stocky build. 

Mr Banner added: “I don’t 
want the dog to be destroyed 
because that would be horri¬ 
ble - I just think the owner 
should be told to keep the dog 
under control and on a lead. 

“I just don’t want this to hap¬ 
pen to anyone else.”

Church minister on leave 


AN INVESTIGATION into a church 
minister's work is taking place. 

Rev Canon Ian Finn, of St Mary’s 
church in Flaverhill, is on leave 
while “financial irregularities” 
within his work for the church are 
looked into. 

fohn Howard, spokesman for the 
Church of England in Suffolk, con¬ 
firmed that Rev Finn has dicussed 
the irregularities with the 
Venerable Dr David fenkins, 
Archdeacon of Sudbury. 

Mr Howard said: “The irregulari- 
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ties relate to the payment of part of 
the fees that should have been 
passed to the diocese for services 
taken, including weddings and 
funerals. 

“Ian has explained that this was 
entirely the result of administra¬ 
tive and accounting mistakes, 
rather than any deliberate acts. 

“He has already refunded to the 
diocese what he currently believes 
to be owing. He acknowledges that 


a great deal more work needs to be 
done by him, with the assistance of 
an accountant, to ensure that the 
accurate financial position is 
established.” 

Rev Finn booked leave prior to the 
financial problems being revealed. 
The acting Bishop, the Right Rev 
David Thomson, agreed to extend 
this leave to allow Rev Finn to assist 
with the rest of the investigation. 

The church will be looked after by 
other local clergy during this time, 
with Rev Cheryl Collins stepping in 


to act as rural dean with immedi¬ 
ate effect. 

Mr Howard added that Rev Finn 
has been offered pastoral support. 

A spokesman for the church war¬ 
dens at St Mary’s said: “Church life 
is continuing and we will be sup¬ 
ported by other local clergy who 
will take benefice services, minis¬ 
ter to the needs of our congregation 
and ensure the smooth running of 
our church during his absence.” 

A statement was read out in 
church on Sunday.

Inquest rules that 
Bradley’s death 
was an accident 


A 20-YEAR-OLD 
died after his car 
was in a collision 
with a van, an 
inquest heard. 

Bradley Gamble, of 
Haverhill, was in his 
Honda Civic when it 
collided with a 
Peugeot Expert van 
at the junction of 
Common Road and 
The Common, West 
Wratting, on May 17 
last year. 

An inquest into his 
death was held on 
February 13, and a 
verdict of accidental 
death was recorded. 

Bradley died from 
his injuries a day 


after the accident, 
while he was in 
Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital. 

His brothers Daniel 
and Mitchell paid 
tribute to their little 
brother at the time of 
his death. 

They said he loved 
making people 
laugh, had a very 
good sense of 
humour and would 
go out of his way to 
make other people 
happy. 

Dean Cork, also of 
Haverhill, died at the 
same junction less 
than a month before 
Bradley's accident. 


‘Career burglar’ 
gets four years

A BURGLAR with more than 
120 previous convictions has 
been jailed for four years. 

Alexander Hockett, 32, of 
Elmdon Place, Haverhill, was 
found guilty of burglary by a 
jury at Ipswich Crown Court 
on February 13. 

Hockett was accused of 
breaking into a family home 
in Beaumont Vale, Haverhill, 
on the night of August 21 to 22 
last year. 

Robert Sadd, prosecuting, 
said the family had gone to 
bed, locking all the doors but 
leaving a small window 
slightly open. The following 
morning a resident came 
downstairs to find she had 
been burgled. Hockett stole 
£180 in cash, bank cards and 
some tobacco. 

Four days later, Detective 
Constable Ben Clark and 
another officer saw Hockett 
while they were on patrol. 

He was wearing a pair of 
white Lee Cooper boots, 
which were seized. Wear 
marks on the boots matched 
a print found at Beaumont 
Vale. 

Giving evidence, Hockett 



denied being at the scene of 
the crime. 

He also claimed he had 
found the boots, which had 
been discarded by a squatter, 
and had been wearing them 
ever since. 

Mr Sadd also told the court 
that as well as having 127 pre¬ 
vious convictions, Hockett 
had used at least 18 aliases 
during his offending. 

He said: “He is a career bur¬ 
glar who knows the situation. 
That is what he does.” 

Simon Walters, mitigating, 
told the court that Hockett 
had a history of drug use and 
had been making progress to 


end his use of heroin when 
the burglary took place. 

Mr Walters said: “He was 
first convicted when he was 
13 years old. It has been an 
unfortunate set of circum¬ 
stances ever since.” 

Recorder Alastair Wilson 
QC sentenced Hockett to four 
years in jail, and said: “It is 
sad that you have reverted to 
a life of crime. I appreciate 
the difficulties that drugs 
have created for you.” 

Hockett has also been 
ordered to pay a £120 victim 
surcharge. In being convict¬ 
ed, he breached a suspended 
sentence imposed for a previ¬ 
ous crime. 

DC Clark, of the Bury St 
Edmunds Priority Crime 
Team, said: “I am pleased 
with the length of sentence 
handed down by the court for 
this offence. 

“Burglary is a particularly 
intrusive crime, causing great 
distress to its victims, and I 
hope others will take heed of 
this result and let it be a 
warning to them, that if they 
break into people’s homes 
they will be pursued by the 
police and put before the 
courts.”

THERE have been a number of 
articles recently, stating that 70% 
of people want to see a traffic-free 
High Street. This figure is the 
result of a single question survey, 
and what it in fact equates to, is 
that out of a population of 27,000 
just 700 have said that they 
support full pedestrianisation.

Why not debate the issue in 
an open forum and let everyone 
hear both sides of the argument, 
why not ask the remaining 
retailers in the town what they 
think, and instead of redirecting 
60% more traffic into a residential 
area, why not reinstate the 
kerbstones, install a couple of 
zebra crossings and get our High 
Street moving again?

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‘Fight for our town’s funding’

COUNCILLORS and group mem¬ 
bers are urging residents to fight 
for fair funding. 

The Haverhill and Kedington 
Labour group has launched a peti¬ 
tion calling for St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council to reinstate the 
Council Tax Support Grant to 
Haverhill. 

In September last year the bor¬ 
ough ruled to decrease the grant 
made to parishes and towns by 25 
per cent over the next four years. 

In the financial year 2014/15 
Haverhill Town Council will receive 
75 per cent of the support grant 
with the amount going to zero in 
2017/18. 

It has to save £32,000 for the next 
financial year. 

Cllr Gary Stroud said: “This 
reduction in funding follows less 
than two years after the borough

council withdrew £200,000 in sup¬ 
port for Haverhill Arts Centre. 

“It is difficult for residents to 
ignore the difference between this 
approach and the £1.2m the bor¬ 
ough still spends on the Apex 
Theatre in Bury St Edmunds, 
which, interestingly makes losses 
in excess of £700,000 per annum. If 
the losses made by The Apex were 
to be reduced even slightly, then 
this would have allowed the bor¬ 


ough council to maintain the 
Council Tax Support Grant to 
Haverhill, negating the need to 
make unnecessary cuts to services 
and rises to council tax.” 

The Labour group also said that 
the grant was not handled fairly as 
towns and parishes were not con¬ 
sulted. 

Cllr David Ray, cabinet member 
for resources, said: “We do not 
know the exact amount we have for 


the council tax support grant 
because the Government has con¬ 
firmed it is wrapped up in an over¬ 
all figure and not separately identi¬ 
fied. We are facing a 48% cut in 
Government revenue support grant 
over the next two years and, for the 
first time, we are saying that town 
and parish councils have to share 
some of this burden.” 

Cllr Ray also said that the bor¬ 
ough council is guaranteeing a 
level of grant for the following two 
years, regardless of what the 
Government provides them with. 

At full council on Tuesday, all of 
the town councillors voted to sup¬ 
port the petition.

A BAPTIST minister's 
son charged with 
hacking into 
American computer 
systems has been 
re-bailed until May. 

Lauri Love, of 
Stradishall, was 
arrested in October 
last year under the 
Computer Misuse Act 
on suspicion of 
hacking into systems 
including those of the 
US Army and NASA.

County freezes 
council tax bill 


COUNTY councillors have 
ruled to freeze council tax for 
the fourth year running. 

Residents paying a share of 
council tax to Suffolk County 
Council will not pay any more 
than they did in 2011/12. 

Council leader Mark Bee 
made a pledge to freeze the 
precept amount, and the 
budget was discussed on 
February 13. 

Suffolk County Council 
needs to save £156 million 
over the next four years - 
£38.6 million has been saved 
for 2014/15. 

Cllr Colin Noble, cabinet 
member for finance, said: 
“We’re faced with a challeng¬ 
ing time ahead, with the 
restructuring of public 
finances it’s key that every 
penny from the tax payer is 
spent where it has absolute 
valued need. 

“These significant savings 
that have been agreed will

require continued firm man¬ 
agement in 2014/15 and future 
years.” 

The county council is saving 
around £9 million through 
bringing its ICT, HR and 
finance services and staff 
back in house. 

Reviews of Supporting 
People services, Children’s 
Centre provision and Adult 
and Community services 
have also taken place to find 
savings. 

Cllr Noble said: “Every 
department within the coun¬ 
cil understands the financial 
squeeze on public services 
and are committed to ensur¬ 
ing these savings are made, 
whilst trying to protect our 
much valued front line. This 
budget agreement delivers on 
that commitment. 

“Tough decisions have had 


to be made to address the 
speed at which funding has 
been withdrawn from the 
county council. Looking for¬ 
ward, further reductions will 
be coming our way. 

“I’m certain that as long as 
the county council is open 
with the public about the 
challenges we’re facing and 
works with its partners and 
staff to find ways of overcom¬ 
ing them, we will be able to 
manage these changes as 
effectively as possible.” 

More than 4,000 residents 
across the county were con¬ 
sulted on how they think 
money should be spent. The 
survey results showed that 
education, roads and trans¬ 
port, and household waste 
sites should not be reduced. 

The consultation also found 
that 81 per cent of residents 
are satisfied with the way 
their local area is managed.

Matthew Hancock ‘Ramps up the Red’ 


A CHARITY’S first ever pop¬ 
up shop has had a very special 
visitor. 

Matthew Hancock, MP for 
West Suffolk, showed his sup¬ 
port for the British Heart 
Foundation (BHF) when their 
first pop-up shop was 
revealed in the Palace of 
Westminster. 

Mr Hancock found out more 


about how BHF works to raise 
funds for important research, 
and has urged constituents to 
join in with the charity’s lat¬ 
est campaign, ‘Ramp up the 
Red’. 

He said: “British Heart

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I’ve won 19 medals around the 
world... all for the person who 
literally gave me their heart 



After receiving a heart transplant back in 2002, 
Kimbolton woman Maggie Gambrill has gone 
on to compete in five World Transplant Games, 
winning 19 medals along the way. She tells 
Lydia Fallon why her amazing success is all in 
memory of one person ... her donor. 


B adminton, golf, 
running, table tennis 
... you name it, Maggie 
Gambrill does it. Having 
recently turned 60, no one 
would blame Maggie for 
taking things a little easier, 
but putting her feet up just 
isn’t in this inspiring lady’s 
nature. You can’t compete 
with the world’s best when 
you’re lying on the sofa now, 
can you? 

Sport is more than just a 
hobby for Maggie; in the last 
10 years she has competed 
all over the world and 
won a hatful of medals to 
boot. Pretty extraordinary 
considering in 2002 she was 
told she had only months to 
live. 

A heart transplant saved 
Maggie’s life, and she says her 
incredible sporting success 
is dedicated to one person 
... the donor who gave her 
another shot. “It was a very 
special gift and if it wasn’t for 
my donor I wouldn’t be here 
talking to you today. Every 
single medal I win is in their 
memory,” Maggie says with 
a smile. 

It was back in 1998 when 
Maggie first started to notice 


something was seriously 
wrong. “I’d kept really fit and 
healthy all my life but then I 
started to not feel very well,” 
Maggie says, when we meet 
at the Kimbolton home she 
shares with her husband 
Charles. “I was commuting 
into London for work and 
that was becoming more 
and more difficult. I was 
always breathless and tired 
and just didn’t feel myself, 
but I wasn’t sure why. 

“I was putting on a lot of 
weight too, which I know now 
was fluid retention, and I 
couldn’t get the buttons done 
up on my suits. It did reach a 
point where I thought I just 
can’t cope any more.” 

Never one to give in, 

Maggie tried to keep going 
regardless, but with the 
illness affecting every 
aspect of her life, she 
knew it was time to seek 
professional help. The 
eventual diagnosis proved 
to be an incredible shock. “It 
wasn’t recognised straight 
away because I hadn’t 
been a prime candidate 
for heart disease,” explains 
Maggie. “But eventually they 
diagnosed me with dilated 



cardiomyopathy, which is 
when the heart becomes 
enlarged and cannot pump 
blood around the body 
properly." 

At that moment, Maggie’s 
world came crashing down 
around her. “It was so scary 
and a shock, a terrible shock. 
I’ve always been fit and 
healthy, I’ve never smoked, I 
don’t drink that much, and all 
those things make you think 
‘why me?’ 

“One day you’re fit, healthy 
and rarely go to the doctors, 
and then wham, you’ve had 
heart failure. It was literally 
like that. You think to yourself 
‘How did that happen?”’ 

The next few months were, 
Maggie admits, a complete 
“rollercoaster.” She was 
put on medication to try to 
stabilise the condition and 


eventually went back to 
work, but her health was 
deteriorating rapidly. “I was 
so determined to get on and 
get back to normal, but the 
condition was so up and 
down,” Maggie remembers. 
“Eventually I was pretty 
much housebound. We’d go 
out and I would just have to 
sit in the car and I couldn’t 
even go to the shops or 
anything like that. I really had 
no quality of life at all.” 

How did Maggie stay 
strong? “My motto for life 
is always have a plan B, so 
in that period when I was 
feeling very poorly and 
couldn’t do any of the active 
things I love, I thought 
‘What else can I do? I can’t 
just sit here and curl up.’ So, 
instead of sitting at home and

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thinking this is it, I actually 
took up the piano and ended 
up reaching grade 5. It was 
something to focus on when I 
was poorly.” 

But although music proved 
a welcome distraction, 
Maggie’s symptoms were 
still showing no signs of 
improving and she was 
eventually referred to 
Papworth Hospital for an 
assessment to go on the 
transplant list. It was an 
outcome she knew in the back 
of her mind was coming, but 
which still proved incredibly 
traumatic for both Maggie 
and her family. “I had my 
assessment over two days and 
they basically sit you down 
and tell you the facts 
of the situation. 

They told me 
that I had been 
accepted on to 
the transplant 
list and that I 
had so many 
months to live. 

“I found it 
very traumatic,” 
remembers Maggie. “I 
knew I was very ill but had 
never really thought in those 
terms - it was pretty hard to 
grasp really.” 

Did she ever let herself 
think the worst? “No, I think 
I dealt with it by thinking 
I’ve been chosen for it, if 
you know what I mean?” 
Maggie says. “It brought out 
an inner strength in me, and 
a determination to live life to 
the full.” 

Luckily, things moved 
swiftly. Maggie was added 
to the transplant list on the 
Monday and by Wednesday 
evening she had received the 
fateful phonecall she had 
been so longing for: a heart 
had been found. 

Maggie was in theatre for 
four hours, and although 
the transplant was deemed 
a success, the next few days 
were critical. “It’s not like 
switching a light on and 
everything is absolutely 
fine,” says Maggie. “It took 
quite a while to get me on 
the right medication and 
the consultant at Papworth 
did say he needed his many 


years of experience to get me 
sorted. 

“Infection and rejection are 
the two main issues, and your 
body needs to recognise the 
new heart. Even now, I have 
to take medication, if I didn’t, 
my body could still reject the 
heart.” 

Five weeks after the 
operation Maggie was finally 
discharged and she slowly but 
surely started to get her life 
back on track. Determined 
to make the most of her 
“precious gift”, it wasn’t long 
before Maggie decided it 
was time to pick up her 
badminton racquet once 
again. By 2004, she even felt 
well enough to enter her first 
tournament. 

It was a 

success, in fact, 
a huge success. 
“I’d played 
badminton 
before the 
W transplant so 
’ thought I’d have a 
go and see how I 
got on and it was 
great fun. I was part of the 
Papworth transplant games 
team and I won my first two 
medals,” smiles Maggie. 

“It was amazing to know 
I could still go out and 
compete; I never dreamed I 
would be able to again.” 

It was just the start. The 
next year Maggie was selected 
to join the Great Britain 
and NI team for the World 
Transplant Games in Canada 
and added a further three 
medals to her collection. 
“From my school days I’d 
always loved the thought 
of Canada and it was quite 
incredible to go there with 
my new heart,” Maggie 
says. “I won gold, silver and 
bronze - one in every colour 
- and it was amazing to do 
something so worthwhile. It 
gave me a focus mentally and 
physically.” 

In the 10 years since, 

Maggie has competed in 
Thailand, Australia, Sweden 
and South Africa, and won 19 
medals in a whole range of 
sports, including badminton, 
golf and table tennis. Next 
year, all being well, Maggie 


hopes to travel to Argentina 
for her sixth World Transplant 
Games, and add another 
chapter to her already 
remarkable story. 

“I’ve been given a lifesaving 
gift and I want to grab every 
opportunity. I want to live life 
to the full and make the most 
of the gift I’ve been given. I 
think you owe that to your 
donor.” 

Maggie says she will be 
forever grateful to her donor, 
and a few years ago she 
made the brave decision to 
write to his family. “I wrote 
an anonymous letter and 
although I didn’t expect a 
reply, I got one,” she says. 

“It transpired that I had this 
lady’s husband’s heart and we 
have kept the contact going. 

“I found out that he was 
very sporty, and she was 
happy to know that I’m 
looking after myself and 
making the most of the 
life he’s given to me. Now 
whenever I do the World 
Transplant Games I send 
them memorabilia and 
pictures. It’s been a privilege 
to get to know the family. “ 

Thanks to her donor, 

Maggie was one of the lucky 
ones, but there are still 7,500 
people waiting for an organ 
transplant across the UK. 
While 90 per cent of people 
believe donating an organ 
is the right thing to do, only 
30 per cent are signed up 
to the organ donor register. 
Maggie hopes that by sharing 
her inspiring story, she will 
help raise awareness of this 
lifesaving gift. “I volunteer 
at Papworth Hospital as a 
ward visitor and I see people 
waiting for the right organ 
to come available; they are 
literally waiting to have a 
new life,” Maggie says. “A 
lot of people say they would 
be prepared to donate their 
organs, but unless they have 
that conversation with their 
family or join the register, 
their wishes won’t be carried 
out. 

“Without the brave decision 
that my donor and his family 
made, I wouldn’t be here 
today. Thank you is just not 
enough.”

Five deaths have been linked to 
the game so far - with lawyers 
warning that nominating some¬ 
one who dies could bring man¬ 
slaughter charges. 

Mr Passmore said: “I certainly 
don’t want to stop people having 
fun but I really don’t want any¬ 
one, under peer pressure, to do 
anything stupid, which could 
result in them being criminal¬ 
ised, or even worse affecting 
their health or threatening

their life.” 

Chief Superintendent Jon 
Brighton, Suffolk Constabulary’s 
County Policing Commander, 
said that the drinking game is a 
“worrying trend”, and one that 
people may feel obliged to take 
part in as it grows across social 
media. 

“We would always advise peo¬ 
ple to stay in control of their 
drinking and remember that you 
are more vulnerable when you 
drink alcohol,” he said. 

“We would also advise people 
to stay away from these types of 
games, as taking part in any 
‘dare’, especially when there is 
alcohol involved, risks accident 
and serious injury.” 

Some social media users have 
taken the game to another level 
with one man in Newcastle upon 
Tyne slaughtering a deer and 
drinking its blood on camera, 
and a girl from Ireland swallow¬ 
ing a goldfish. 


£1 million for apprenticeships

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ALAN Ayckbourn is notoriously 
prolific, which is why it’s rather nice 
that the Arts Theatre is squeezing 
a trio of his plays (well four 
technically, there’s a double bill in 
there too), into the space of a week. 

The British playwright and director, 
who has penned more than 70 plays 
in a rather sparkling career (there 
have been honorary doctorates 
and London Evening Standard 
awards aplenty), has quite the back 
I Catalogue of work to choose from 
too. 

Produced by Scarborough's 
Stephen Joseph Theatre - of which 
Ayckbourn was artistic director until 
he began slowing down following 
a stroke in 2006 - the repertory 
options are colourful, wit-filled 
marvels to gawp, laugh and shake 


your head at. 

They are: 

Arrivals and Departures: 

Thursday and Saturday 
Commissioned in 2013 to 
accompany a revival of Time of My 
Life, Arrivals and Departures is still in 
its early days of touring. 

It opens at a London train station 
where a crack team is in place to 
capture a terrorist ("The Strategic 
Simulated Distractional Operations 
Unit is ready to pounce!''). However, 
the real focus of the play is the 
relationship between a traffic warden 
from Harrogate called Barry Hawkins 
and troubled young female military 
liaison officer Ez Swain, his minder. 

Flicking between the pairs' 
memories, flashing back through 
their lives and then nipping swiftly 


into the present, whooshing through 
railways and bus stations and 
airports as they go, the question is: 
will they catch their man? 

Time of My Life: Friday and 
Saturday 

Set in a Yorkshire restaurant that 
has seen more than its fair share 
of ups and downs in the life of one 
dysfunctional family, this is the first 
revival of Time of My Life since its 
premiere in 1992. 

Starting with 59-year-old Laura 
Stratton's birthday meal, the story 
splits into three plot-lines from 
three slices of time, all within the 
restaurant. 

Expect pointed silences, screaming 
matches, infidelities, touching 
reminiscing and the spirals of family 
drama. 


Farcicals: Saturday only 

Here's where the double bill comes 
in. Described as a duo of "frivolous 
comedies'', Farcicals is a two-parter 
of a production centred on married 
couple Teddy and Lottie. 

In Chloe With Love, Teddy and 
Lottie aren't exactly getting on - 
marital bliss this is not. So in weigh 
neighbours Penny and Reggie with 
a plan to lure the pair away from 
temptation, but then the rather 
voluptuous Chloe turns up... 

The Kidderminster Affair tracks 
a rather uncomfortable barbecue 
in which Teddy tries to not burn 
the sausages and keep Lottie from 
finding out about what happened 
in Kidderminster with Penny. And 
poor Reggie hasn't got a clue what's 
going on.

The Cambridge News-backed 
festival, which started in 2003 
and will run from April 1-6 this 
year, has nabbed Booker prize 
winners, the Poet Laureate and 
big names from the worlds of 
science, history and politics. 

Headline names include 
past and present Man Booker 
Prize winners Pat Barker and 
Eleanor Catton, alongside 
fellow novelists Jim Crace, 
Melvyn Bragg, Hanif Kureishi, 


Joanna Trollope and Emma 
Donoghue, the Poet Laureate 
Carol Ann Duffy, with Martin 
Rees and Simon Singh from the 
world of science, public figures

HOW do you attribute value 
to a piece of art? Under the 
auctioneer's hammer earlier 
this month, Camille Pissarro's 
impressionist work Boulevard 
Montmartre, Matinee De 
Printemps almost scaled the 
dizzy heights of £20 million. 

The painting belonged 
to Jewish industrialist Max 
Silberberg, who was forced to 
break up his collection by the 
Nazis. Thankfully, the painting 
eventually found its way back 
to Silberberg's family in 2000. 

Many other artworks from 
around Europe, plundered by 
Hitler's troops, might have 
been lost forever were it not 
for the valiant efforts of the 
Monuments Men. 

This small platoon of 
museum curators, architects, 


artists and historians were too 
old to be drafted but shared 
an unwavering belief in the 
preservation of 1,000 years 
of culture. They risked their 
lives to locate caches of stolen 
artworks and return paintings, 
sculptures and drawings to the 
rightful owners. 

This fascinating true story 
of heroism is retold as a 
gung-ho Ocean's E/even-sty\e 
caper by George Clooney in 
his fifth directorial feature. 
And as history lessons go, 

The Monuments Men is 
lightweight and mildly 
entertaining. 

President Roosevelt (Mike 
Dalton) sanctions Harvard 
art historian Frank Stokes 
(Clooney) to venture behind 
enemy lines and save as many 
treasures as possible. 

Stokes recruits six men - 
curator James Granger (Matt 
Damon), Sergeant Richard 


Campbell (Bill Murray), 
Sergeant Walter Garfield 
(John Goodman), Lieutenant 
Jean Claude Clermont (Jean 
Dujardin), Private Preston 
Savitz (Bob Balaban) and 
Major Donald Jeffries (Hugh 
Bonneville) - and despatches 
them to key points to search 
for the loot. Granger heads 
to Paris where he hopes 
to extract vital intelligence 
from Claire Simone (Cate 
Blanchett), curator at the Jeu 
de Paume. 

The Monuments Men strikes 
an uneven tone between 
comedy and drama, which 
sometimes jars. At the very 
end of the film, Roosevelt 
turns to Stokes and asks, 
"Thirty years from now, 
you think anyone's going to 
remember these men died for 
a piece of art?" 

If Clooney's film is their 
enduring legacy, perhaps not. 
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Growers of 
the Great War 


MORE than 5,000 British citizens were interned 
in First World War civilian detention camp 
Ruhleben, an old racecourse outside Berlin. 

It was described as 'scandalously inadequate', 
'not fit to keep pigs in', and yet, amid all the 
horror, a group of green-fingered British men - 
who'd been living in Germany 
at the outbreak of war - 
decided to create something 
beautiful. 

Forming a horticultural 
society, they set to work on 
the land to help feed their 
fellow prisoners, and with 
it, feed hope in the face of 
adversity. 

This unique story, uncovered 
by the RHS Lindley Library, will 
be told in a new exhibition in 
October to commemorate the 
centenary of the First World 
War. The RHS is appealing to anyone who thinks 
a relative may have been one of these prisoners 
to get in touch ( libraryenquirieslondon@rhs.org. 
uk) and share their story. 

What the society already knows about these 
brave men, who overcame long imprisonment 
and harsh conditions with crops and flowers, is 
fascinating enough, though. 


At first the prisoners were put into the Tea 
House and stable buildings - some men were 
even crowded into a disused horsebox. Eventually 
barracks were built, but serious problems with 
catering soon led to food riots. 

Some improvements were undertaken by the 

German authorities after a visit 
by the American ambassador 
brought conditions to wider 
notice, and forced them to limit 
damaging publicity. 

But it was the prisoners 
themselves, and their love 
of gardening, which really 
transformed the camp. 

Initially, horticulture was 
limited to a few British 
enthusiasts who made flower 
pots out of biscuit tins and 
developed rudimentary gardens 
outside their barracks. But a 
gift of seeds from the Crown Prince of Sweden 
sparked more ambitious plans; and the Ruhleben 
Horticultural Society was formed. 

Within days of its first meeting, the secretary 
wrote to the RHS back in England asking to 
become an affiliated society. Stunned and 
amazed by this call, the RHS sent huge amounts 
of seeds, bulbs and advice to its new affiliate,

deep behind enemy lines. 

The members of the new society, eventually 
numbering more than 900, fed the camp's 
inmates, earned money to fuel its fledgling 
economy, disguised their bleak surroundings and 
organised RHS flower shows to boost morale. 

Despite the complaints about the food supplied 
in the camp, the first priority appears to have 
been to grow flowers - perhaps a basic human 
longing for beauty. In January 1917 permission 
was sought to create a vegetable garden. The 
RHS sent vegetable seeds which were planted 
out in March. In the society's first year, they 
grew many flowers including petunias, dahlias, 
chrysanthemums, stocks, lobelia, nicotiana and 
sweet peas, along with 20,000 lettuces, cabbages 
and cauliflowers, 500 celery plants, 600 tomato 


plants producing 3001b of fruit, 100 marrow 
plants, 36 melons and 72 cucumbers. 

During 1917, the Ruhleben Horticultural Society 
organised competitions and held two flower 
shows - prizes were awarded for vegetables, cut 
flowers, sweet peas, table decorations, button 
holes, window boxes and gardens. 

After the Armistice finally came, the camp was 
rapidly disbanded. In 1958 the racecourse and all 
its buildings were demolished to make way for a 
sewage works. 

■ The story of the Ruhleben Horticultural Society 
will be part of an exhibition on gardening during 
the First World War to be held at the Garden 
Museum, Lambeth Palace Road, London SE1 in 
October, 2014. It will go on tour in RHS Gardens 
in 2015/16.

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HOW did the Kia Sportage quietly 
develop from also-ran to front run¬ 
ner in the budget SUV stakes? By 
offering more of what people want, 
that’s how, writes Andy Enright. 

This updated version of the third 
generation car now packs in more 
equipment, tidies the styling, 
sharpens the dynamics a tad but 
keeps the same value, practicality 
and great aftersales care. The 
motto here seems to be ‘If it ain’t 
broke, give it a better stereo’. 

The oily bits haven’t changed too 
much with the latest revision. As 
before, you get a choice of four 
powerplants. There are 1.7 or 2.0- 
litre common-rail diesels with 113 
and 134bhp respectively - or 1.6 
and 2.0-litre petrols packing 138 
and 161bhp. Performance is simi¬ 
lar with the 2.0-litre units as both 
manage the 0-62mph trial in under 
11 seconds with the manual gear¬ 
box installed. The entry level cars 
have front wheel-drive, with upper 
spec models getting all-wheel trac¬ 
tion. The Sportage uses a part-time 
all-wheel-drive system which 
sends 100 per cent of power to the 
front wheels unless slippage is 
detected and it’s automatically 


diverted to the rear. There’s a Lock 
Mode for off-road driving which 
splits the available power 50/50 
between the front and rear wheels, 
but it only operates below 25mph.

All Sportage models have Hillstart 
Assist Control to help with uphill 
getaways and Downhill Brake 
Control to provide reassurance on 
steep descents. 

The latest car features Kia’s Flex 
Steer system on selected models. 
This allows the driver to choose 
between three different levels of 
power assistance according to 
preference and where the car is 
being driven. ‘Comfort’ mode pro¬ 
vides increased help for parking or 
manoeuvring in tight areas, for 


example, while ‘Sport’ lessens the 
assistance for increased feel and 
stability at higher speeds. There is 
also a ‘Normal’ setting. In addition 
to this, the windscreen glass has 
been modified to reduce the 
amount of noise entering the 
cabin. 

Talk about subtle. The exterior 
styling changes to the latest 
Sportage will have most of you 
scratching your heads, even with 
the old and new cars parked next 
to one another. Perhaps that’s a 
testament to the fact that the 
design has aged extremely well 
and still looks pin-sharp. I’m not 
going to be the one who accuses 
Kia’s design studio of laziness. The 
differences are a slightly smarter 
front grille, revised tail light clus¬ 
ters, revised alloy wheel designs 
and a shark fin antenna for some 
trim grades. Inside there’s a soft 
‘nano’ paint finish on the dash¬ 
board and centre console, better 
illumination and soft-touch upper 
door trims. The door-mounted 
audio tweeters have been reposi¬ 
tioned to enhance sound quality. 
Up-spec models also get a 4.2-inch 
TFT LCD supervision cluster 


mounted between the recessed 
dials of the dual-bezel instrument 
display. 

The Kia Sportage has enjoyed a 
relatively low impact upgrade but, 
to be honest, it didn’t need much 
done to it. In the final year on sale, 
the only SUV to outsell the pre¬ 
facelift car in the UK was the Range 
Rover Evoque - which isn’t a direct 
competitor. By any account, the 
Sportage has carved an enviable 
niche for itself in the affections of 
British buyers. Of course, it’s taken 
quite some time to get there but its 
development has been steady and 
well planned. Ten years ago, the 
Sportage was built down to a price 
and felt it, but then ten years ago, 
the market leading entry-level 
Freelander emitted 248g/km and 
averaged 27.3mpg. That was the 
target the rest were aiming for. 

Just as SUV efficiency is almost 
unrecognisably improved these 
days, so is the Sportage. It’s now 
something to be proud of; which 
will blend into virtually any social 
situation. Prices have remained 
realistic and Kia can rightly expect 
this one to sit at the top of its class 
for some time yet.
